'WASHINGTON, (UP) —The cost 
ol living dropped slightly in Jan- 
uary, the government reported to- 
day. 


The drop mens a one-cent-an- 


hour cut in pay for about 1,000,000 
automobile and farm 
equipment 


workers whose wages are pegged to 
a cost of living scale. Their pay 
cut will take effect in the first pay 
period in March. 


Th e slight 
January 
decline 


brought the 
cost o£ living to her 


lowest 
point 
since 
August 
4 


Lower prices for 
food 
house- 


hold furnishings, clothing and au- 
tomobiles accounted for the 
de- 


cline. 
The consumer price index de- 


clined 1-10 of one per cent between 
mid-December and mid-January to 
114.6 per cent o£ the average 1947- 
49 prices. This was . 3-10 of one 
per cent higher than a year ago. 


The peak level of the index was 


115.4 per cent' of the base period 
in October, 1953. 


Commissioner Ewan Clague of 


the bureau of Labor statistics pre- 
dicted that the February 
index 


would remain stable 
or ^show 


another slight decline. 


The bureau said that widespread 


food price declines, reflecting low- 
er farm prices, were the main 
factor in the January drop in the 
overall cost of living. It was 
the 


fourth straight month of declint In 
food prices. Even restaurant meal

er in January.

in the town's schools. 


G. Frederick Mullen, public re- 


lations director 
for 
the Justice 


Department, said last 
night that 


the government intervened as 
a 


friend of the court" in the case 


last Monday. The department will 
file its brief with the U. S, Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals at St. Louis 
next month, he said. 


The three 
segregation groups 


have asked the Circuit Court to 
overrule U. S. District Judge Al- 
bert L. Reeves, who enjoined them

from 
interfering 


with the operation of the integrated 
schools. 


Terms of the injunction, request- 


ed by the school board, prohibit 
members of the groups from boy- 
cotting or picketing the schools,
